This letter contemplates deliwjry by An SI represen- 
tative who would "give you enough references and toll you the 
possibilities of what I can offer you 1 !. Certainly such action 
oould not be taken without arousing the suspicion of HCffC. 

The alternative approach of frankly advising HCflC of SI * s interest 
/: in Aradi 'a employment would unquestionably fall.

The NCVC Is an organisation definitely control led fay the 
Cathollo Bishops of this country and la headed by an extremely 
conscientious and meticulous artainl strator. It is most probable 
that Aradi* s 0S8 oonneotiens would, in due course, became known 
to SCTO with embarrassing end dim aging consequences. It is 
informed opinion here that approach* to Vatican circles under 
HCHC Aever is highly imprudent and that neither should SI 
undertake MCHC cover arrangements nor miploy any person repre- 
senting that organisation. Despite this opinion, your request 
for such cover would be approvod and diligently pressed If 
the results to be expeated were exceptionally valuable end 
could be attained in no other manner. In the ease of Aradi, 
it appears that these two conditions do not exist and HCMC 
a over with its attendant risks Is not warranted.
